To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elementary  Education 

Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report  upon  the 
work  of  the  School  Medical  Service.  This  report  is  one 
describing  the  first  complete  year  under  war  conditions. 
These  -conditions  have  made  curtailment  of  the  report 
essential. 

The  services  have  been  maintained  with  difficulty  and 
further  extension  or  even  maintenance  of  the  present  level 
depend  upon  additional  medical  help  being  forthcoming. 
The  temporary  part-time  assistance  from  Salford  was  with¬ 
drawn  in  March. 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
minor  ailments  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  from  1,802  last 
year  to  3,158.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  451  of  these 
attendances  were  made  by  evacuated  school  children. 

The  table  of  nutrition  shows  a  slight  rise  in  the  per¬ 
centage  of  slightly  sub-normal  children  amongst  those 
examined  at  Routine  Inspections.  This  figure  may  possibly 
be  an  indication  of  things  to  come  and  requires  careful 
observation.  The  general  impression  obtained  from  all  the 
examinations  of  the  children  is  that  the  war  has  had  little 
effect  so  far  on  their  nutritional  state.  Enquiry  amongst 
those  children  showing  slightly  sub-normal  nutrition  has 
frequently  given  the  impression  that  their  condition  was  due 
to  lack  of  sleep  or  the  wrong  type  of  food  rather  than  a  defi- 
cency  in  the  amount  of  food.  There  has  again  been  a  large 
increase  in  the  amount  of  milk  supplied  through  the  milk 
in  schools  scheme  from  26,351  bottles  to  40,568.  It  has 
unfortunately  been  found  impossible  to  undertake  periodic 
nutrition  surveys  at  schools. 
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With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  there  appears  to  be 
na  departure  from  the  seasonal  variations  and  usual  epidemic 
curves. 

The  N.E.  Lancashire  Child  Guidance  Clinic  commenced 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Rawtenstall  is  one  of  the  participant 
Authorities. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  school  nurses  and  the 
clerical  staff  for  the  willing  manner  in  which  they  have 
placed  the  care  of  the  children  before  their  own  personal 
interests  and  for  the  loyal  assistance  given  to  me. 

To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee,  I 
tender  my  thanks  for  their  co-operation  and  encouragement 
throughout  the  year.

2.  CO-ORDINATION. 

In  Rawtenstall  there  is  the  closest  possible  co-ordination 
between  the  Health  Department  and  the  School  Medical 
Service.  There  has  been  no  alteration  in  procedure  during 
the  year. 


3.  SCHOOL  HYGIENE. 

There  are  20  schools  in  the  Borough,  nine  are  provided 
and  eleven  non-provided.  A  sanitary  survey  of  all  the 
schools  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  Rawtenstall  children  on  the  school 
registers  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2,873.

4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

The  following  code  groups  were  examined: — Entrants, 
8  years  old,  12  years  old,  and  specials. 

The  arrangements  made  and  the  methods  adopted  for 
the  Medical  Inspection  are  similar  to  those  described  in  the 
1933  Annual  Report.  The  number  of  children  examined  at 
routine  inspections  was  668,  compared  with  950  in  1939. 
A  routine  inspection  has  been  carried  out  at  every  school. 

5  THE  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

A  return  of  the  defects  requiring  either  treatment  or 
observation  is  given  in  the  following  table.  The  figures 
with  reference  to  routine  inspections  refer  both  to  Rawten- 
stall  and  Salford  children  in  their  respective  age  groups.

During  Routine  Inspection  uncleanliness  of  the  head 
was  noted  in  28  children.  Uncleanliness  of  the  body  was 
found  in  4  children.  In  addition  to  these  309  cases  of 
verminous  heads  were  reported  by  the  Nurses  during  clean¬ 
liness  surveys  at  schools,  this  is  an  increase  of  203  cases  on 
last  year’s  figures.  For  this  purpose  5,785  examinations 
of  children  were  made  at  the  schools  by  the  School  Nur.ses. 
Each  school  has  been  visited  13  times  by  the  School  Nurses. 
All  cases,  however  slight,  have  been  recorded,  the  presence 
of  one  nit  being  considered  as  unclean. 

Nutrition. 

A  table  which  classifies  the  nutrition  of  children 
examined  at  the  routine  inspections  is  given  at  the  end  of 
this  report.  Details  of  the  supply  of  milk  and  meals  to 
school  children  are  given  later  in  this  report.  It  was  found 
impossible  to  undertake  periodic  nutrition  surveys  at  the 
schools. 


6.  FOLLOWING  UP. 

There  has  been  no  alteration  in  the  system  of  follow¬ 
ing  up  described  in  previous  reports. 

The  number  of  children  re-inspected  at  the  schools 
during  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  visits  for  Routine 
Medical  Inspections  was  388.

Fadies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  pleasure  in  presenting  our  14th  Annual  Report 
of  Dental  Inspection  and  Treatment  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1940. 

All  the  schools  have  been  visited  at  least  once  during 
the  year,  and  the  percentage  of  acceptances  has  again 
reached  a  very  high  standard.  This  is  especially  noticeable 
in  the  case  of  outlying  schools,  where  the  Dental  Trailer  has 
again  been  of  great  value. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Salford  children  returned  to 
their  homes  early  in  the  year,  and  on  March  21st  the  Salford 
Dentist  was  recalled  to  her  own  district.  The  small  number 
of  children  now  remaining  in  the  Borough  are  given  the 
same  facilities  for  treatment  as  our  own. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  teachers  for 
their  help  during  the  times  we  have  attended  at  their  schools 
for  inspection  and  treatment.

Other  Agencies  Providing  Treatment. 

The  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  has  proved  of  the 
utmost  value  in  securing  treatment  of  defects  which  cannot 
be  dealt  with  under  the  Schemes  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee.

10.  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

A  man  and  a  woman  Physical  Training  Organiser  are 
employed,  along  with  the  Boroughs  of  Accrington,  Darwen 
and  Haslingden. 

11.  PROVISION  OF  MEALS. 

During  the  year  under  review  40,568  bottles  of  (U 
pint)  milk  were  supplied  free.  This  is  again  a  considerable 
increase  on  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  children 
specially  medically  examined  with  a  view  to  the  supply  of 
nourishments  was  45. 

In  addition,  five  Rawtenstall  and  two  evacuee  children 
received  826  dinners.  These  dinners  were  prepared  and 
eaten  at  the  domestic  science  department  at  Alder  Grange 
C.  School. 

Free  milk  supplied  to  evacuated  children  was  1,424 
bottles,  in  addition  to  the  above.

SPEECH  THERAPIST’S  REPORT— 1940. 

I  am  indebted  to  Miss  E.  Brady  for  the  following  report: 

From  January-December,  1940,  thirty-five  children  (25 
speech  defect  and  10  stammerers)  have  received  treatment 
at  the  Speech  Clinic.  They  have  attended  twice  weekly. 
Of  these,  nine  speech  defective  and  one  stammerer  have 
been  discharged  cured,  three  speech  defective  children 
suspended  for  several  months  with  no  defect  left  other  than 
occasional  slips  in  conversation.  These  will  be  re-admitted 
if  necessary.  One  stammerer  left  school  greatly  improved, 
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three  speech  defects  left  the  class  as  parents  objected  to 
distance,  and  five  children  in  the  Waterfoot  area  have  been 
temporarily  suspended  for  a  similar  reason.  Of  the  remain¬ 
ing  cases,  all  have  shown  improvement  during  the  year, 
particularly  where  home  and  school  have  co-operated. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

During  1940,  32  school  children  were  examined  by  the 
School  Medical  Officer.  All  the  applicants  were  boys. 
No  serious  defect  was  found  in  any  child  and  no  application 
was  refused. 

CLOUGHFOLD  SPECIAL  SCHOOL.  No  30015. 

The  number  of  scholars  at  the  Special  Day  School  for 
mentally  retarded  and  defective  children  at  Cloughfold 
Council  School  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  9.  There  have 
been  no  alterations  in  the  arrangements  during  the  year. 

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC. 

The  Education  Committee  participate  in  the  N.E.  Lan¬ 
cashire  Guidance  Clinic.  As  this  only  commenced  in 
December  there  is  as  yet  no  report  of  its  activities. 

EVACUATION. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  the  Salford  evacuees  had  been 
absorbed  into  the  Rawtenstall  Schools.  By  October  there 
were  left  82  Salford  children. 

The  remaining  children  were  satisfactorily  billeted  and 
the  work  done  by  the  hosts  in  taking  care  of  these  children 
and  assisting  in  clothing  many  deserves  the  highest  praise. 

All  the  facilities  of  the  School  Medical  Service  are 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  evacuees.  The  improved  state 
of  health  of  the  majority  of  these  children  appears  to  be 
maintained. 

Some  School  children  came  along  with  the  mothers  and 
young  children  from  London.  These  were  accommodated 
in  the  existing  schools.  There  have  also  been  some  children 
who  have  come  to  the  town  under  private  arrangements  and 
are  attending  school.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
135  children  over  5  years  of  age  evacuated  to  Rawtenstall.

Annua!  Report  for  1940. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Eighth  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1940. 

The  Report  has  been  modified  and  curtailed  owing  to  war 
conditions.  It  must  not  be  assumed,  however,  from  the  slender¬ 
ness  of  the  Report,  that  war  has  reduced  the  Services  to-  a  cor¬ 
responding  skeleton.  Civil  defence  work  has  continued  to  make 
great  demands  upon  the  time  and  energy  of  the  Department’s 
staff,  and  other  war  time  developments,  such  as  evacuation  and 
food  control  have  complicated  our  task.  The  demands  of  the 
fighting  services  have  reduced  and  may  further  reduce  the  avail¬ 
able  staff. 


Again  it  may  be  reported  that  war  conditions  do  not  appear 
to  have  made  any  appreciable  difference  to  the  health  of  the 
people  of  Rawtenstall  during  the  year.  The  increase  in  Diph¬ 
theria  and  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified  corresponds  to  the  periodi¬ 
cal  waves  of  occurrence  which  are  characteristic  of  these  diseases. 
This  condition  may  be  dealt  with  by  more  frequent  acceptance 
of  immunisation  of  children  by  their  parents.  The  nutritional 
state  of  the  population  has  not  worsened.  The  death  rate  w7as 
14.8;  the  birth  rate  10.7  per  1,000  of  population.  The  Infantile 
mortality  rate  was  46.9  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  N.E.  Lancashire  Child  Guidance  Clinic  commenced  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  Rawtenstall  is  one  of  the  participatin 
Authorities  and  sessions  are  held  at  the  Kav  Street  Clinic.

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PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.— There 
are  four  Nursing  Societies  in  the  Borough  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions,  and  subsidised  by  the  Corporation  in  the  shape  of  a 
payment  of  4d.  a  visit  for  every  visit  made  to  illness  of  children 
under  5  years  of  age.  These  Societies  employ  five  qualified 
nurses,  three  of  whom  are  certified  midwives.  The  areas  they 
serve  cover  the  whole  Borough,  and  the  services  of  the  nurses  are 
available  for  any  case,  if  there  is  a  doctor  in  attendance.

MIDWIVES. — The  Lancashire  County  Council  employs  two 
whole  time  midwiv.es  who  are  resident  in  the  Borough.  There 
are  also  three  midwives  employed  by  the  Nursing  Societies  who 
also  act  under  the  County  Midwifery  Scheme  in  the  Borough. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. — There  have  been  110  changes.

The  number 
of  mothers,  belonging  to  Rawtenstall,  who  were  confined  there 
in  1940  was  103.

— Operations  for  the  cure  of  Phimosis  are 
dealt  with  at  The  Infirmary,  Bury,  and  the  cost  of  the  recom¬ 
mends  is  borne  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

During  1940  twenty-nine  cases  of  Phimosis  were  treated  under 
these  arrangements,  two  of  these  cases  were  evacuees. 

TONSILS  and  ADENOIDS. — Fifteen  children  under  5 
years  of  age  received  treatment  by  operation  for  removal 
of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  under  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Scheme.

SCARLET  FEVER. — There  were  40  cases  notified,  com¬ 
pared  with  18  cases  last  year.  Clinically  they  were  of  a  mild 
type  and  there  were  no  deaths.  Six  cases  were  removed  to 
hospitals. 

DIPHTHERIA. — There  were  54  cases  notified,  compared 
with  14  cases  last  year.  Forty-six  cases  were  removed  to  Hospi¬ 
tal.  None  of  these  cases  had  previously  been  immunised  against 
diphtheria.  There  were  four  deaths. 

Facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisation  have  been  available 
for  several  years  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  but  insufficient  use 
has  been  made  of  these  by  the  public,  especially  for  children 
under  five  years  of  age.  The  Medical  Officer  visited  schools  for 
the  inoceulation  of  the  school  children.  Arrangements  are  being 
carried  out  for  an  intensive  diphtheria  immunisation  campaign 
to  be  carried  out  in  the  Spring  of  1041. 

Material  for  immunising  children  is  supplied  free  to  general 
medical  practitioners  on  request.  Details  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria  amongst  school  children  are  given  in  the  Report  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer.  He  gave  205  injections  for  this  purpose. 

ERYSIPELAS. — Seventeen  cases  were  notified,  compared 
with  1 5  cases  last  year.

SMALLPOX. — The  Corporation  owns  an  isolation  hospital 
for  Smallpox,  situated  at  The  Ridge,  Hareholme,  within  the 
Borough,  with  accommodation  for  twenty-seven  patients  and 
where  there  is  an  installation  for  disinfecting  clothing,  bedding, 
etc.,  by  means  of  high-pressure  steam. 

No  cases  were  admitted  in  1940. 

DIPHTHERIA  ANTITOXIN  is  available  free  for  the  use 
of  practitioners  as  follows: — 

Central  Fire  Station,  Rawtenstall  (day  or  night) . 

Public  Health  Dept.,  Spring  Garden  Chambers  (by  day 
only) . 

Police  Station,  Burnley  Road,  Waterfoot  (day  or  night). 

During  the  year  1940,  22  phials  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  of 
8,000  units  each,  and  12  phials  of  10,000  units  each  were  supplied 
free  to  Medical  Practitioners.  Material  for  the  active  immunisa¬ 
tion  against  Diphtheria  is  also  supplied  to  General  Practitioners 
on  request;  33  phials  of  0.5  c.c.  Diphtheria  Prophylactic  A.P.T., 
and  2  phials  of  1  c.c.  T.A.F.  were  supplied  for  this  purpose  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

DISINFECTION  FOR  T.B.— During  1940,  7  houses  con¬ 
taining  8  rooms  and  53  articles  were  disinfected  and  3  articles 

destroyed  by  the  L.A. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Preven¬ 
tion  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  or  under  Section  62  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1925.

Casualty  Services. 

Last,  but  not  least,  mention  must  be  made  of  the  new  limb 
now  successfuly  grafted  on  the  organisation  of  the  Health 
Services.  This  has  passed  through  the  stages  of  the  “awkward 
squad”  to  one  of  smooth  efficiency,  with  good  co-ordination 
between  the  other  A.R.P.  services. 

The  Casualty  Services  are  served  by  one  First  Aid  Post  at 
Haslingden  Road,  three  First  Aid  Party  Depots  at  Haslingden 
Road,  Barley  Holme  and  Thistle-mount,  and  one  Mobile  Unit 
based  on  Bridge  Fnd  House.  Ambulances  are  available  at  the 
’Bus  Shed,  the  Fire  Station,  Barley  Holme,  and  Thistlemount 
Depots.
